Support collapses for two 


cent sugar tax 


А new poll of Florida voters 
‘conducted by the national polling 
firm of Pabrizio 
Associates show there has 7 a 
dramatic drop in’support for a 2- 
cents-a-pound tax on Florida 
sugar farniers despite a multi- 
million dollar pro-tax advertising 


campaign. 
From October 1995 until 
December, the poll shows sup- 
port collapsed by more than опе- 
third among.voters and opposi- 
tion to the $75 million-a-year tax , 
proposal has nearly tripled. 
Pollster Jim McLaughlin said 
that while the pro-tax group 
claimed in October that 71 per- 
cent of Florida voters supported

The episode itself may 
last only a few minutes, bot it is 
an important warning sign of an 
impending stroke, 1 Tt actually 
increases the risk of a later cand 
ten-fold. 

Most TIA's are caused by a nar- 
rowing of the carotid artery (the 
main vessel that supplies blood to 
the brain) due to atheroschlerosis, 
а build-up of fatty deposits 
(plaque) in the arteries. "Typically, 
it occurs when plaque or a small 
blood clot further clogs the nar- 
rowed vessel, depriving the brain 
of essential blood and oxygen.

The most common symptoms 
include temporary weakness, 
clumsiness, or loss of feeling in an 
arm, leg, or the side of the face; 
temporary loss of vision in one 
eye or double vision; temporary 
loss of speech or difficulty in 
speaking; pube in under- 
standing speech, especially if com- 
мыт with weakness on the right 
side of the body, dizziness or stag- 
gering. 

It is important to seek immedi- 
ate medical attention for any of 


the symptoms of TIA: If the 
patient's doctor Cannot be 
reached, a trip to the nearest, 
emergency room is warranted. 
Prompt treatment with anticoag- 
ulant drugs, or perhaps surgéry, 
can often prevent a full-blown 
Stroke. Several diagnostic tests 
that can help to diagnose TIA's 
are an arteriogram, a CT (com- 
puted tomography) scan, or-MRI 
of the head, as well as lab tests, 
andan EKG. 

Mini-stokes are ALWAYS a 
warning sign {о seek medical 
attention. Although the person 
seemingly regains his or her nor- 
mal functioning once an episode 
passes, TIA's are strong predic- 
tors of an impending stroke, 
which can be very disabling or 
fatal. 

То avoid a TIA it is imperative 
to control high 004 pressure and 
have it checked regularly; do not 
smoke and ayoid alcohol, or use it 
only in moderation; lower high 
blood cholesterol by eating a low- 
fat diet, and ask your doctor 
about daily doses of aspirin. It is 
important to consult your doctor 
before beginning any treatment 
on your own.

Meteorologists discover two: 


new forms of lightning

James Otis wanted to go out 
with a bang, The American Revo- 
lutionary hero from Маз- 
sachusetts said when his time 
came he wanted to die as a result 
of a bolt of lightning. 

Mr. Otis apparently had never 
heard the phrase to be careful 
what you wish for because it 
might come true. James Otis 
achieved his goal on May 23, 1783 
when a bolt of lightning struck his 
chimney, raced through the house, 
and killed him. 

James Otis did go out with a 
bang and each year lightning 
claims thousands of other lives 
around the world. Lightning is a 
spectacular but deadly product of 
nature that annually kills more 
people than hurricanes arid torna- 
does combined. ' 

Until now, meteorologists 
always assumed that lightning 
only affected the earth. Each sec- 
ond, for example, about 100 light- 
ning bolts strike our planet. But, 
now comes word from the Ameri- 
can Geophysical Union that light- 
ning may also affect outer space.

„acem to form almost imthédiately 
after a 6 powerful bolt of reg- 
ular lighting strikes the ground. 

Scientists believe these ELVES» 
went so long without being detect- 
ed because it is almost impossible 
to see them. Special equipment 
was used to detect their flash that 
is less than a thousandth of a вес 


For the second time in less than 
а year, scientists have discovered 
a new form of lightning. Several 
Months ago, researchers detected 
unusual bolts firing upward from 
clouds as high as 60 miles above 
the earth. They named this new 
form of flashes blue jets and red 
sprites. 

Now, another form of lightning’ 
has been detected, and this one is 
strange. Believe it or not it looks 
like a green donut! This new 
lightning is called ELVES, an 
acronym for Emissions of Light 
and Very low frequency perturba- 
tions due to Electromagnetic pulse 


Sources. 
ELVES were discovered last 


Now that we know they exist а: 
lot of folks who have very. little; 
interest in weather are very inter-; 
ested in these ELVES. The СТА, 
for example, wants to know if; 
ELVES might disable their high- 
altitude spy planes and satellites, 
NASA is curious about the 
ELVES possible effect on the 
space shuttle. Folks who do study’: 
the weather question if ELVES: 
might affect global weather pars 
terns and ozone depletion. f£ ^ 

I learned a long time ago that‘ 
there are six basic types of light- 
ning - forked, ribbon, sheet, air 
discharge, a bolt from the blue; 
and ball lightning. Now, add two; 
more to the list: blue jets/red; 
sprites and ELVES.
